1 . The present clainns are deemed allowable over the references of record since the 
references of record fail to disclose or render obvious the combination of a first and 
second CoCrPt containing magnetic layers possessing the claimed relative property and 
concentration limitations. 

While the prior art of record disclose dual layered magnetic recording media, the 
prior art of record fails to teach or provide sufficient specificity to render obvious the 
selection of a first and second magnetic layer possessing Co, Cr and Pt, as well as 
possessing the relative property (SMNR and Ms) and concentration (Co and Cr) 
limitations recited in the present claims.
